In response to the applicant's argument that Hashimoto does not disclose a diaper comprising a responsive system including an actuator, 
it is noted that the actuator of Hashimoto, nozzle 108b ( is a part of the diaper cup, as shown in figure 9. The present claim requires only 
that the actuator be comprised in the diaper, not the water tank and pump connected thereto. Since the diaper cup of Hashimoto 
comprises the actuator, Hashimoto anticipates the present claims. 
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
